President Roosevelt’s new’ re* 
lief plan is being hailed as a gua­ 
rantee of jobs to every American 
willing and able to work. Certain­ 
ly it is a more explicit and prac­ 
tical acknowledgement of govern­ 
mental responsibility to provide 
livelihood—or “security of live­ 
lihood'—for citizens than we have 
hitherto heard from the head of 
a capitalistic government. 
Compared with the words and 
works of public leaders only 
a 
few years ago, the Prsident’s plan 
appears revolutionary. If so. it is 
only the expression of a revolu­ 
tion in popular 
thought. Indeed 
it is in this changed attitude of 
the American people toward re­ 
lief, more than in any official ac­ 
ceptance of Communism or Fas­ 
cism, or any other of the usual 
bogeys, that the new 
American 
revolution has 
occurred. 
Great 
Britain, of course, w’ould not con­ 
sider the Government’s assump­ 
tion of some responsibility for the 
workless as a revolutionary. And 
the reports from London that Bri­ 
tain has just pledged itself to as-

men busy. Yet what could the in­ 
dividual, faced by monopolies, un­ 
ions. pools (both of wheat and 
stocks) and multiplying -govern 
mental interferences (regulations, 
subsidies, tariffs) do to inure the 
operation of this available econo­ 
my of plenty? The task looked too 
big for anybody but governmem. 
Today in the 
United 
States 
there is less assurance the gov­ 
ernment is big enough. However, 
there is plenty of insistence that 
if government cannot supply an 
economic system 
that 
provides 
jobs it must, temporarily at least 
itself provide for those willing to 
work. 
During the 1932 campaign Mr. 
Roosevelt declared: 
Ex'ery man has a right to life, 
and this means he has also a right 
to make a comfortable living. He 
may, by sloth or crime, decline to 
exercise that right, but it may not 
be denied him. 
Another quotation to the same 
effect reads: 
No American should go hungry 
or cold if he is willing to work . . 
There has been—at least 
since 
our society realized that its new 
inventions enabled it to produce 
a plenty— a general acceptance 
of the responsibility that the sys­ 
tem should provide a foundation 
of security to the deserving which 
would afford them economic safe- 
ey and freedom from fear. 
These words did not come from 
White House or from any 
New 
Dealer: they are 
from 
Herbert 
Hoover’s book. “The Challenge to 
Liberty.” Thus do two great ex­ 
ponents of American individual­ 
ism agree on society’s responsi­ 
bility to provide “an avenue” (In 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
words’ or 
“a 
foundation" (in 
Mr. 
Hoover's) 
of economic security. 
A foundation or an avenue, be 
it observed, is not a “meal ticket". 
It recognizes no vested right to 
relief, whether 
or 
not 
a 
man 
makes any effort to help himself. 
It giv’es no encouragement to the 
spectacle we have witnessed in the 
last year of men on relief “strik­ 
ing” for higher alloxvances. But 
it does offer a chance to worfl.

private school for girls west of the

church at Columbia. While there 
he was instrumental in securing 
the charter of what is now Chris­ 
tian College, in the interest of 
which he lectured extensively on 
the subject of education for wo­ 
men, 
He 
next 
determined 
to 
found a co-educational institution. 
The fruition of Henderson’s ef­ 
forts came with the establishment 
of the board of trustees of 
tht' 
Christian University. December 4, 
1851. Henderson served as presi­ 
dent of the board for fifteen years. 
On January 28, 1853, the liberal 
charter providing for the 
equal 
educational rights of both 
sexes 
was secured from the legislature. 
There after, Henderson traveled 
and labored with devoted zeal for 
Christian University. 
It is 
said 
that he raised for it more than one 
million dollars. 
The new University was defi­ 
nitely located at Canton after the 
town had contributed $50,000 for 
the erection of a building and one 
of its citizens, Mr. Chauncey Dur- 
kee, had donated thirty-four acres 
for the grounds. After an interim, 
during which the first school term 
was conducted ip a warehouse on 
the river front, 
the 
institution 
opened auspiciously in the fall of 
1856 in the new 
building, 
with 
James Shannon, second president 
of the University of Missouri, as 
its first president. The teaching 
staff was comprised of three pro­ 
fessors. At the close of President 
Shannon’s first sesión, 
the 
first 
two degrees were granted by the 
University. 
The admission of women to the 
institution was delayed until the 
fall sesson of 1867-1868, During 
that term it was announced that 
“the department of young ladies 
of Christian University will open 
next Monday in the basement of 
the Christian Church.” Sometime 
during the school year, 
women 
were permitted to attend the same 
classes as the men. It is interest­ 
ing to note that shortly afterward, 
during the 1868-1869 session 
at 
the State University, three women 
were “sautiously admitted to some 
of the recitations and lectures in 
the University building.” 
Christian University encounter­ 
ed many difficulties, but strong 
executives and interested friends 
have insured its continuance and 
progress. After the death of Presi­ 
dent Shannon in 1859, three pro- 
Ifessors administered the Univer­ 
sity until the close of the war. In 
the following decade, under the 
strong leadership of President B. 
H. Smith, the school experienced 
a pronounced revival in spite of 
entire loss of its endowment as a 
consequence of the 
war. 
From 
1902-1914. under the outstanding 
presidency of 
Dr. 
Johann, 
the 
school survived the greatest cat­ 
astrophe in its history, when, 
in 
1903. fire completely, 
destroyed 
the main building and all the rec­ 
ords of the University. Dr. Johann

SC HOOL SURVEY TO BE 
MADE BY RELIEF WORKERS 
A project to provide relief for 
well-educated persons 
who 
a nr* 
badly in need of employment and 
to supply the state with valuable 
data concerning rural, elementary, 
and high schools will be started 
about February 1, according 
to 
present plans. 
Under the project, workers will 
gather information 
about 
every 
school in the state except those 
located in St. Louis, Kansas City, 
and St. Joseph. Although no an­ 
nouncement has been made ex­ 
plaining the work in detail, it is 
supposed that investigators will 
collect facts 
about 
enrollments, 
conditions 
of 
school buildings, 
average intelligence of students, 
and the size of faculties. 
In Scott county, as in all other 
Missouri counties, two field work­ 
ers will be 
employed, 
one 
for 
grammar arM high schools and the 
second for rural schools. 


All persons selected as workers 
for this project should be eligible 
for relief even though they are 
not on the relief rolls, according 
to a bulletin issued from the Mis­ 
souri Relief and 
Reconstruction 
Commission. 
Additional 
requirements 
for 
high school and elementary school 
field workers arc 
these: 
"They 
should be qualified to teach in 
first class high schools, or elemen­ 
tary schools in a first class high 
school 
district, 
and 
preferably 
should have taught in such school. 
Applicants with graduate 
credit 
and with 
training 
in 
research 
should be given preference, other 
factors bing the same. Familiarity 
with high schools and elementary 
schools is absolutely essential. 
Persons applying for 
jobs 
as 
rural school field workers should 
have completed a four-year col­ 
lege course 
and 
should 
either 
have taught in a rural school or 
have taken specific courses in ru ­ 
ral school organization and m an­ 
agement, the technique of teach­ 
ing in rural schools, and health 
and hygiene of rural schools. They 
should also meet the major re­ 
quirements for the 5-year elemen­ 
tary state certificate. Applicants 
with graduate credit and training 
in research will be given prefer­ 
ence. 
Scott county residents who are 
eligible for the work and who are 
in need of employment may see 
Miss Audrey Chaney, relief su­ 
pervisor, or Miss Agnes Boschert,
